DETAILED ACTION 

1 . This Office Action is in response to correspondence filed August 1 9, 2009 in 
reference to application 10/535,295. Claims 14-28 are pending and have been 
examined. 

Response to Amendment 

2. The amendment filed August 19, 2009 has been accepted and considered in this 
office action. Claims 14, 17-19, and 24 have been amended. 

Response to Arguments 

3. Applicant's arguments, see Remarks, filed August 19, 2009, with respect to 
Claims 14-28 have been fully considered and are persuasive. The rejection of claims 
14-28 has been withdrawn. 

EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT 

4. An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes 
and/or additions be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as provided 
by 37 CFR 1 .312. To ensure consideration of such an amendment, it MUST be 
submitted no later than the payment of the issue fee. 

Authorization for this examiner's amendment was given in a telephone interview 
with Rich Giunta on 29 October 2009. 

The application has been amended as follows: 
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5. In claim 14, line 6, replace -capable of receiving -with programmed to receive-. 
In line 7, insert -further- between -processor- and -programmed-. 

6. In claim 19, line 6, replace -analyzing- with -using at least one processor to 
analyze-. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

7. Claims 14-28 are allowed. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons 
for allowance: 

8. Consider claim 14, the prior art of record, Martino, Coffman, and Dobler, does not 

specifically teach, alone or combination do not teach the limitations of " a plurality of 
reception stages to receive information from the plurality of participants over a 
respective plurality of transmission channels" and "analyze the information received at 
the plurality of reception stages to determine which of the plurality of participants of the 
conference is speaking during a given time interval based, at least in part, on identifying 
which of the plurality of reception stages is receiving speech information" when 
combined with the other limitations of the claims. 

9. Claims 15-18 further limit and are dependent on claim 14, and are therefore 
allowable as well. 
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10. Claim 19 contains similar allowable subject matter as claim 14 and is therefore 
allowable as well. 

1 1 . Claims 20-23 further limit and are dependent on claim 19, and are therefore 

allowable as well. 

12. Claim 24 contains similar allowable subject matter as claim 14 and is therefore 
allowable as well. 

1 3. Claims 25-28 further limit and are dependent on claim 24, and are therefore 
allowable as well.
